Tho fact that it is difficult at pres¬

ent to obtain additional capital with
which to complete improvement work
already under way or planned by such
organizations furnishes a very avail-,
able basis for such minors.

out that the securities of the Erie
Railroad Company were raided very
vigorously. and that the de-'
ollnes in those stocks had
a more or less adverse influence for
a tlmo upon the whole share list. The
fttot that tho Erie has certain short-
term obligations maturing within tho
next two or three months was made
tho ground for allegations that its
management wns encountering diffi¬
culty in providing for their renewal
or in obtaining additional funds with
which to retire them. It seems, how¬
ever, that there is no foundation for
those rumors, and thut the only ques¬
tion In reality Is In regard to the rate
of interest which tho Erlo will have
to pay upon tho comparatively small
sum which is needed to meet the ob¬
ligations in question.

ROOSEVELT-HARRIMAN.
It would not be Roosevelt if he was

not. having his personal contentions
with somebody constantly, and his
personal quarrels havo become such
frequent occurrences that the people
have rather tired of them and ceased
to a more or less degree of paying
any attention to them, but this latest
correspondence duel he has become a
party to, Is going to make the people
sit up and take notice in the llvilest
sort of manner.

Hint Mr. Harrlman Iiub the boat oml
of lbo argument ub to which Is the
most truthful In this particular In-
Htunce, and It behooves ,the President
to tell the whole story, If ho has not
already dono so.

It is not unreasonable to suppose
that tho whole thing Is a wall laid
conspiracy on the part of Harrlman
to divert the attention of the Ameri¬
can pcoplo from the railroad question
to the man who Is endeavoring to
correct the evils of the great corpor¬
ations. The hatred of Harrlman for
the President Is well known and when
he had the opportunity to show the
people that Roosevelt sometimes
mnkes mlsstntements lie wns not
slow to grnsp it. Mr. Harriman's
contention that a discharged stenog¬
rapher sold the letter to a newspaper
is not in accord with the well known
fact that among the great financiers
in New York there are no more val¬
uable documents in their vaults thuu
the used-up books of their confiden¬
tial stenographers. It is an inviolate
rule among tho big business men of
New York that a book filled with
stenographic notes is not allowed out¬
side of the snfe boxes after It has
been placed there. It Is also moro
than passing strange that a man of
Mr. Harriman's wide Influence could
not have prevented the publication of
the letter, especially in it pnper which
Is inclined not to he very friendly to tho
President, and which undoubtedly
believed that it wns doing Mr. Roose¬
velt nn injury and Mr. Harrlman n
favor by publishing it.
However, bo that as It may, it is

one of the most Interesting incidents
of the very Interesting administration
of the present Chief Executive, and
the ultimate result will be awaited with
a great deal of Interest. If Roose¬
velt can prove Unit he did not know
that the Immense corruption fund
was being raised for use in New
York state, It will be a victory that
will bo well worth winning. If It
Is proved that he did have full
knowledge that such a fund was be¬
ing raised there is not n question but
he will take n fearful tumble In the
estimation of the people.
